Hurd, Charles. Washington cavalcade (So- 
ciety in America series). Dutton, $4.50. 
January 12. 

This informal history of Washington, D.C., 
aims at interpreting the mores of the national 
capital in order to exhibit one facet of Ameri- 
can civilization. The social life of the city, as 
determined by politics and protocol, is shown 
as reflecting the changing status of the US. in 
world affairs. In the first chapters, where time 
has afforded some perspective, Mr. Hurd is 
able to make the reader see the changing city 
and its important figures; in dealing with 
more recent times he has been unable to de- 
cide on the relative importance of events, and 
current politics tend to crowd out the theme 
of the book. 


Roberts, Walter Adolphe. Lands of the 
inner sea: the West Indies and Bermuda. 
Coward-McCann, $4. January 5. 


The same criticisms apply to this fourth vol- 
ume of the Invitation to travel series as were 
noted for those previously published (Boox- 
uist 44:105, N 15 47) although some improve- 
ment is evident. The binding is still not up 
to the wear and tear which a guidebook will 
receive, and the margins vary, but the paper 
and format are rather better, and the infor- 
mation has been organized into usable guide- 
book form. 


Van Doren, Carl Clinton. The great re- 
hearsal; the story of the making and ratify- 
ing of the Constitution of the United States. 
Viking, $3.75. January 19. 


The situation in 1787, when the former British 
colonies were joined in a Confederation with 
no central executive, has its parallel today. The 
author says that then the “problem was how 
the people could learn to think nationally, not 
locally, about the United States. In 1948 the 
problem is how the people can learn to think 
internationally, not nationally, about the 
United Nations.’ The men who gathered in 
the Federal convention were in search of a 
form of government which had no precedent; 
there was fear of the smaller states being 
overshadowed by the larger ones, disagree- 
ment about the strength of the federal govern- 


ment, and ignorance in one state about the 
affairs of the others. This is the story of the 
deliberations of the convention and the writing 
of the Constitution, and of the efforts, led by 
The Federalist, to promote ratification, and it 
is surprisingly readable. Documents appended. 


Whitman, Willson. David Lilienthal, pub- 
lic servant in a power age. Holt, $3. Jan- 
uary 19. 


This review of Mr. Lilienthal’s record in pub- 
lic service covers briefly his work on the Wis- 
consin public utilities commission and in 
greater detail his years with the Tennessee 
valley authority and his recently acquired job 
as chairman of the Atomic energy commis- 
sion. It is not a biography but a sympathetic, 
honest portrayal of the man and his ideals in 
which quotations from the Congressional in- 
vestigation concerning T.V.A. and the Senate 
hearings on the Atomic energy commission 
show the attempts to misrepresent and dis- 
credit Mr. Lilienthal and the absurdity of the 
accusations.

Rich, successful Henry Munson was charmed 
by his daughter Joy, and spoiled her com- 
pletely, but he was disappointed when her be- 
havior pattern failed to conform to his own 
manner of living. This is the story of Joy’s 
attempt to find happiness apart from her fami- 
ly, and the unfortunate marriages in which 
this involved her. For feminine readers; told 
in stream-of-consciousness style.

Lockridge, Ross Franklin, jr. Raintree 
county. Houghton, $3.75. January 5. 


The events of July 4, 1892, when Raintree 
county, Indiana, with the rest of the U.S. was 
celebrating the Fourth with fitting ceremonies, 
furnish the frame for a story of the county 
from 1844 to 1892 and particularly of the 
schoolteacher. John Wickliff Shawnessy. 
Johnny was a dreamer and a poet and every- 
one thought the boy was destined to be a 
great writer known to all the world. But 
Johnny always came back, from the Civil

war and from adventures in the east, be- 
cause his dream had its roots in his home 
county and he felt inseparably bound to it. 
One girl personified his dream yet he married 
another after an indiscretion, beautiful and 
symbolic at the time it occurred, on the fate- 
ful July 4, 1859, after he won a foot race and 
drank too much hard cider. A second mar- 
riage brought more happiness and stability. 
Historical events, including the Civil war, 
inevitably enter the story as Johnny saw 
them. 


Niggli, Josephina. Step down, elder broth- 
er; a novel. Rinehart, $3. January 22. 


A satisfactory novel for readers interested in 
the contrast of the psychology and custom of 
Mexico and the U.S., by an author whose 
familiarity with Mexico was evident in her 
Mexican village (Booxuist 42:56, O 15 45). 
The scene is Monterrey, the subject the conflict 
of tradition and modernism in the proud and 
wealthy Vazques de Anda family. As indus- 
trialism is changing their city it is paralleled 
by the unorthodox ideas infecting both sons 
and daughters, leading them to escape, either 
openly or secretly, from family domination, 
and even to defy the class consciousness of 
their city. The individual tragedies and tri- 
umphs make a complex story that is not light 
reading and will probably be limited to adults. 


Rinehart, Mary (Roberts). A light in the 
window. Rinehart, $2.75. January 8. 


A family story which has for background a 
publishing business that had prospered for 
many years. Matthew Wayne. who founded 
it, was conservative in his literary tastes and 
his politics, distressed by his son’s liberal 
views, and infuriated by the New deal. The 
son married just before the first world war 
and came back to a wife he scarcely knew; 





this is the story of their marriage, often im- 
periled by his mother’s domination and his 
own occasional strayings, and made more 
difficult for his wife by her suspicions, finally 
confirmed, that he had loved a girl in Ger- 
many. Old-fashioned in style, but will be 
popular for its emphasis on love and the 
everyday details of life. 


Running, Corinne. Garden shower. Mor- 
row, $2.75. January 21. 


On a bay shore in Seattle, 10 couples lived in 
a small settlement of their own. One by one 
the 10 homes are the scenes of the conflicts and 
the joys that make a short, inconsequential 
novel. Isabel Curtis, middle-aged, babbling 
happily although quite incapable of following 
either a thought or a sentence to its end, de- 
cides to give a baby shower for a neighbor, 
and to show off her garden. In the succeeding 
two days emotional atmospheres change; all 
the guests, for different reasons, decide not to 
atteid the party, and Isabel has a happy expe- 
rience—she is able, for the first time in her 
life, to have all the sandwiches for herself. 
Some bedroom scenes that are indelicate rather 
than coarse. 


Thirkell, Angela (Mackail.) Private en- 
terprise, a novel. Hamish Hamilton, 
Lond.; Knopf, $3. January 19. 


Another comedy of Barchester life in which 
most of the characters make sense some of 
the time. The horrors of peace appall most of 
them; the weather was never so bad before, 
and food and drink require ingenuity and 
subterfuge. It was not thus in Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s time. But love and social life go on, 
and the story is to be read and enjoyed for 
its lighthearted nonsense which envelops and 
almost smothers the rambling plot of boy 
meeting girl and man meeting woman and 
all ending happily.

A native South Sea islander, still in her teens, 
gives a fresh picture of the islands as she has 
seen them in her short life. The account shows 
both childishness and maturity and, as the 
daughter of an American father who is a 
trader and a writer, and a Puka-Puka moth- 
er, the author alternately identifies herself 
with or speaks patronizingly of natives and 
outsiders. The native viewpoint is especially 
touching in the comments on the war's effect 
on the islands. Like other books by children 
and young people this will be appreciated 
more by adults than by the young people 
themselves.

Lizbeth Humphries had seen her worthless 
husband Martin drown and, fearimg she would 
be blamed, had concealed the fact. Seven 
years later, when a stranger resembling Mar- 
tin appeared, Lizbeth greeted him before 
her neighbors as Martin, and the man, puzzled 
and attracted by her, stayed on and was ac- 
cepted as Humphries by all but Reverend 
Mundy, Lizbeth’s rejected suitor. Mundy was 
shrewd enough to sense a mystery, and un- 
balanced enough to give a mistaken and too 
sinister interpretation of his suspicions. His 
intention of accusing Lizbeth and the stranger 
of her husband’s murder would very likely 
have proved disastrous, had Mundy not 
chosen to commit suicide instead.

In all the large and charming Eliot connec- 
tion, Grandmother Lucilla was easily the

dominant figure. The end of the war had left 
nearly every one of her children and grand- 
children with some problem, and Lucilla saw 
a way to a wholesale solution. Because of her 
benevolent scheming one branch of the fami- 
ly bought an old pilgrim’s inn, and before the 
year was out the benign atmosphere of the 
place had straightened out the tangles of both 
the Eliots and the strangers who came under 
its influence. This book returns to the ro- 
mantic, sometimes fairy-tale-like mood of 
the author’s earlier work, in which beauty 
and goodness are felt intensely.

In the face of strong opposition, a sixty-year- 
old clergyman had made a slight but promis- 
ing beginning with the rehabilitation of his 
London slum parish when, quite by accident, 
he was discovered by film scouts. With the 
prospect of a fabulous career which would fi- 
nance his dreams for his parish, Matthews 
returned from Hollywood to find that ma- 
lignant Mrs. Bannister Paget had destroyed 
all he had built up and he must begin again 
his heroic labors, now the more difficult be- 
cause of the brief glimpse of fame which had 
interrupted them. Omission of the Hollywood 
incident would have made a stronger, if less 
entertaining book; nevertheless, this is to be 
recommended for wholesomeness and humor.

In these two thick volumes of political auto- 
biography are frank, detailed records of the 
foreign policy of the U.S. from 1933 to 1944 
when Hull was secretary of state. They re- 
veal a sincere man, first, last, and all the time 
a politician, taking himself very seriously and 
handling each situation as of equal importance 
to every other. Not uninterrupted reading for 
most people, but invaluable as a picture of 
what the State department thinks actually 
happened during an important period and for 
checking statements involving U.S. actions. 


Ruth, George Herman. The Babe Ruth 
story, as told to Bob Considine. Dutton, 
$3. April 28. 


With the Baltimore waterfront and a training 
school for orphans and delinquents as a back- 
ground, the Babe rose to the position of base- 
ball’s most popular player. He has made no 
attempt to gloss over his early excesses and 
mistakes, and he has emphasized that true 
success depends upon a boy’s ability to man- 
age himself wisely. His book, written in base- 
ball vernacular, gives a good picture of the 
man who had to learn this lesson slowly but 
well. It contains little information which was 
not included in Tom Meany’s Babe Ruth 
(Rooxtist 44:188, Ja 1 48) even if it is the 
only authorized story.

In 1941 the Teals left New York to take their 
chances as farmers on the Illinois farm where 
earlier Teals had pioneered. With the help of 
experts from the University of Illinois, and 
with a daring expenditure for equipment, 
they began the scientific farming that was 
scorned by their less progressive neighbors. 
Told by the wife, this account of the remaking 
of eroded acres and a rat-infested house into 
a prosperous farm and an attractive home is 
perhaps too rosy; emphasis is on the results— 
the good food. the fine animals, the increased 
crops—-while the drudgery and the catastro- 
phies are dismissed with humorous philoso- 


phy. Its value, aside from the amusing read- 
ing, is in its proof that farming is a business, 
and that hard labor is not enough for success.

Bing Crosby’s achievements in the entertain- 
ment world from his early days with Paul 
Whiteman to the currently successful career 
in radio and movies.

Each patient in this wing of the veterans’ hos- 
pital housing spinal cases was fighting fear as 
well as paralysis, and most of the staff al- 
though bodily whole suffered from some par- 
alyzing fear. During the particular 24 hours 
covered by the story several of the doubts 
are routed through the honest, labored efforts 
of patients and staff to express freeing, heal- 
ing words. Uses many simple psychological 
precepts which may help to release a reader 
from his small fear. Some frankness about sex. 


Buck, Pearl (Sydenstricker). Peony. John 
Day, $3. May 10. 


Jewish traders long ago made their way from 
Palestine to China and some remained to 
make their home there, to intermarry and be 
absorbed. In the middle of the nineteenth 
century, one of the leading merchants in a 
large city was Ezra, son of a Jewish father 
and a Chinese mother, whose wife was loyal 
to her orthodox faith and tried desperately to 
hold her son to it. Peony was their Chinese 
bond servant; she was devoted to David. hut 
knowing she would be more secure with a 
Chinese mistress, she maneuvered his mar- 
riage to Kueilen, although David’s mother had 
set her heart on a Jewish girl. The crux of 
the story is David’s decision, after hearing 
of Jewish massacres and persecutions in other 
countries, that assimilation is better for the 
Jews than their orthodox isolation. This is 
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a better novel than some of the author's re- 
cent works, and a welcome library item be- 
cause it is free of the frankness about sex 
that made some others a problem. 


Pinckney, Josephine. Great mischief. Vik- 
ing, $2.75. March 22. 

The author of Three o’clock dinner (Boox- 
List 42:57, O 15 45) has written a puzzling 
story, very different from her previous work 
and not likely to be widely popular. Again 
the scene is Charleston; the hero is a diffi- 
dent pharmacist who, browbeaten by his older 
sister who drains his resources for her chari- 
ties, finds escape first in his old books, then in 
magic. With the help of a witch who assumes 
various shapes, he has revenge on his sister, 
then makes wonderful but frightening expedi-

tions into the world of spirits, and confuses an 
earthquake with the end of the world. It may 
be read as symbolism of the forces of good 
and evil, or as pure fantasy.

The man-eating 
leopard of Rudrapranag. Oxford univ. 
press, $2.50. April 22. 


Search for a leopard that ranged over an area 
of 500 square miles in northwestern India be- 
tween 1918 and 1926 and killed 125 human 
beings, and the intermittent efforts of the 
author in the hunt to kill him. Crammed 
with leopard habits and lore, methods of kill- 
ing leopards and this leopard’s kills, and, in- 
cidentally, terrain of the country and customs 
of the natives. A fitting companion to the 


author’s Man-eaters of Kumaon (BOOKLIST 
42:262, Ap 15 46). 

DiMaggio, Joseph Paul. Baseball for 
everyone. Whittlesey house, McGraw- 


Hill, $2.50. April 27. 


Most useful to the young player aspiring to 
become a member of a major league team. 
Gives a good picture of the rugged path up 
and advice about each playing position and 
game skill as well as about the work of coach 
and scorer. The author uses many experiences 
of major league players and managers to il- 
lustrate his points. Better written than most 
books by players and not overcharged with 
baseball slang. Much of the book will be en- 
joyed by baseball fans. 


Prescott, William Hickling. The conquest 
of Mexico; designed for modern reading by 
Marshall McClintock. Messner, $3.75. April. 


The conquest of Mexico is still available in 
at least two inexpensive editions (Every- 
man’s library, Dutton, 2v. at $1.45 each and 
Modern library giants, Random house at $2.45.) 
but the library interested in adding copies of 
this classic to its collection will do well to 
consider this abridged edition, which has 
dropped the long notes, pruned the philo- 
sophical discussions, and incorporated book 
one of the original work on Aztec civilization. 


Torrence, Frederic Ridgely. The story of 
John Hope. Macmillan, $4.50. May 25. 


A glowing tribute to the Negro educator who 
died in 1936, at the age of sixty-eight. His 
Scottish father died when the boy was eight, 
and Hope had a hard struggle to win an

education. After graduating from Brown 
university, he taught at Roger Williams col- 
lege in Nashville, Tennessee, then returned to 
his native Georgia as a professor in Atlanta 
Baptist college (later Morehouse). A few 
years later he became president of the col- 
lege, and with his wife, a former social service 
worker, contributed largely to Negro wel- 
fare in the South. He served with the YMCA 
in France during World war I, and upon re- 
turning was made the first president of the 
newly reorganized Atlanta university, first 
graduate university for Negroes. Bibliography. 


Toynbee, Arnold Joseph. Civilization on 
trial.

This second of four novels about Burns covers 
the years on the Mossgiel farm and associa- 
tions in Machlin. During this period Burns 
fought against poverty on a poor farm, while 
his rebellious and passionate nature drove him 
to conflict with the church and to wholly sin- 
cere but overlapping loves with three young 
women, one of them Highland Mary. The in- 
spiration for some of his best-known poems 
came in these years and led to the publication 
of his first book. The background of church 
affairs and village life and minor characteri- 
zations are well done, and the constant use of 
dialect in dialog and narration gives the book 
an authentic flavor. First volume, The wind

Bates, Sylvia Chatfield. The weather 
breeder. Duell, Sloan & Pearce, $2.75. 
May. 


Noepe Sanctuary, of the Indian community on 
Martha’s Vineyard, felt that she could no 
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longer remain in the Field home, for both she 
and Tamson Field were in love with Adam 
Munson though he had told Noepe he could 
not marry an Indian. The Whitestones, for 
whom she went to work, were summer vis- 
itors finding healing for war-torn nerves in 
the calm, sane relationships between Indians 
and residents until Munson began calling peo- 
ple’s attention to the fact that Whitestone was 
Jewish. 


Franken, Rose. The marriage of Claudia. 
Rinehart, $2.50. April 29. 


Another chapter in the popular saga of David 
and Claudia, following the ups and downs of 
family life after the farm was exchanged for 
a New York apartment. The birth of a third 
boy disappoints Claudia but enchants the 
faithful Bertha, the other boys go to summer 
camp, and, at the end, all face another ad- 
justment when David learns he has tubercu- 
losis. Light in plot, but heavy in sentiment 
and wholesomeness and inevitably popular. 


Jameson, Storm. Black laurel. Macmillan, 
$3. April 20. 


This is a serious and rather depressing story 
of devastated Berlin, the victors and the de- 
feated, and the conflicting philosophies meet- 
ing there. The Russians are as vigorous and 
ruthless as predatory animals, the English 
military officials have personal ambitions, and 
the German spiritual leader who preaches 
atonement and peace is murdered by his 
vengeful countrymen. There is an underlying 
web of intrigue, the spider a millionaire who 
dreams of world power, and sees his scheme 
failing when he allows an innocent Jew to 
die for a framed murder charge. 


Rackowe, Alec. A stylish marriage. Farrar 
Straus, $3.50. May. 


To unhappy and unloved Anna Gilfillan her 
gentle cousin Daisy represented all that was 
kind and loving, and Anna formed the fixed 
intention of creating a world which would 
exclude everyone but herself and Daisy. Four 
times men came between them, but Anna was 
a determined person and equal to the 35 years 
of waiting that ended in her having her way, 
At first the reader sympathizes with the put- 
upon Daisy, but as the story progresses, Anna, 
in spite of being a neurotic young woman and 
a crabbed old one, develops much the more 
interesting personality. One or two bedroom 
scenes which should not prove offensive.

Wickenham, Dan. Tobias Brandywine. 
Morrow, $3. April 28. 


When a shabby man, who gave the obviously. 


false name Tobias Brandywine, collapsed at 
the Windrow kitchen door, the cook fed him, 
and the blind old patriarch about whom the 
household revolved kept him as his compan- 
ion and helper. Soon Tobias was the main- 
stay of the family, who were all middle-aged 
but ineffectual, their self-reliance smothered 
by their father’s autocracy and his wealth. 
Only the old man penetrated Tobias’ protec- 
tive anonymity, and at his dying request To- 
bias stayed on. This is the story of the nine 
years he spent with them, gently, persuasive- 
ly strengthening them, helping romances in 
two generations, until discovery recalled him 
to his place in the world and to the fame he 
had once known. Compression would have 
strengthened the story, but its gentle senti- 
ment and kindliness are holding.

Sixteen-year-old Elizabeth was an ardent 
young Tory and because she did not see the 
colonists’ point of view she hated and feared 
those people in Boston who were resisting the 
Stamp act. Her father, although an Advocate 
of the Crown, was sympathetic to the colonies. 
When he returned to England to resign his 
post, he left his daughter in Connecticut with 
her maternal grandparents who were deter- 
mined patriots. Gradually under their level- 
headed guidance she learned to appreciate the 
meaning of freedom and the ideals for which 
America stood. Her change of attitude is con- 
vincing and logical. A field of blooming flax 
which her grandmother presented to her as 
a dowry plays an important part, and the sug- 
gestion of a romance with young Michael 
adds further interest. A good family story 
with well-developed characters and rich hu- 
man relationships.

The long solid record, only occasionally light- 
ened with ironic touches, of a well-known 
liberal who, although a college professor until 
retirement age, enjoyed several other careers 
simultaneously with his teaching, as journalist 
and editor and always as a crusader for peace, 
labor, and civil rights. His association with 
socialist organizations brought attacks and in- 
vestigations, but his recent years were spent 
in government service on the Virgin Islands 
and Puerto Rico. His reminiscences of Har- 
vard in the early ’90’s and of the University of 
Chicago during the next 40 years are filled 
with names of educators and the authors 
whom he guided and inspired.

Makes 
no attempt to advise the reader about curing 
mental illness, but may hold prophylactic 
ideas for him. Probably very helpful in de- 
veloping the mental health of small children, 
since the psychoanalyst believes most dif- 
ficulties lie in parent-child relationships, and 
this book considers mental habits carelessly 
inflicted from birth.

When Blanco was a child his English father 
and Argentinian mother had been slaughtered 
by Indians and he had grown up a gaucho of 
the pampas, differentiated from his fellows by 
his yellow hair and his determination to get 
an education. Schooling was_ interrupted 
when he was forcibly inducted into the army 
by a general who needed a secretary, and for 
years he was in the fierce civil wars of early 
nineteenth-century Argentina. At first loyal 
only to the army, he later understood the pur- 
pose of the revolution and became an under- 
csround leader. The times were violent; mur- 
der, torture, beating, and rape were taken for 
granted. They are an integral part of the 
story, as is the tender love of Blanco and his 
wife. A better than average historical novel, 
written without sensationalism.

This cat story is intended for adults, but chil- 
dren will probably take it over as they have 
Salten’s other animal stories. Jibby the cat 
alternately experiences kindness and crueity 
from man and nature both, until she finds a 
home with the schoolmaster. In this household 
all animals are welcome, and although tragedy 
strikes often and the miniature graveyard 
gains many occupants, all the creatures even- 
tually learn what it is to live without fear. 
The author’s philosophy sees parallels be- 
tween animal and human behavior.

Nor does 
understanding between peoples come necessarily with closer contact. When the Germans 
indulged in theories about the Jews and the Ayrian race (which later the non-German 
world came to look upon as the ravings of madmen) they had the “facts” beneath their 
noses in the shape of Jewish people who had lived among them for two thousand years. 
The “facts” about Moslems are known to Hindus, and about Hindus to Moslems, since they 
live their lives together in the same village or city.

Without education and knowledge we cannot solve our problems; they are indispensable 
tools. But they are tools which, ill-used, can make the case worse instead of better, as a 
surgeon’s instruments which, properly used, can save life, can also, in the hands of a reck- 
less or irresponsible practitioner, cause death; or, in the hands of a passionate or unbal- 
anced man, become the means of murder or of suicide.

Chiefly 
devoted to local customs and folk tales, and 
the natives’ attempts to adjust to a changing 
environment, with which the author became 
familiar through her search for examples of 
primitive art.

Grandfather was built on a colossal scale; his 
feats of endurance, eating, drinking, and 
spending were almost Gargantuan, and he 
was as temperamental as a prima donna. 
When he decided to accompany his grandson, 
a photographer, to Peru, the purpose of the 
trip was defeated, but grandfather had a 
grand time, a willing victim of a plausible 
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swindler who followed them around and 
promoted one shady enterprise after another, 
with grandfather’s money. Fairly amusing, 
but overdone almost to the point of caricature 
and tiresomely repetitious; readers who want 
information about Peru will need to look 
elsewhere.

Despite its misleading title, this is not the usual 
mystery story, but a psychological novel of 
suspense. A sensitive girl, living happily with 
her sister and brother-in-law while they all 
hoard their money to go back to their Vermont 
farm, is terrorized by a sense of danger and 
evil. Slowly she realizes that the menace is 
connected with the apparently devoted man 
whom she is to marry, but there is no evidence 
and she fears she is losing her sanity; in des- 
peration she escapes to refuge at the farm and, 
almost too late, recalls the incident that shock 
had buried deep in her mind. The suspense 
is holding, though the girl’s extra-sensory per- 
ception may be questioned as exaggeration. 


Raphaelson, Dorshka. Morning song. Ran- 
dom house, $3. June 14. 


Poppa sympathized with Mary who antag- 
onized her mother while Momma stood up for 
Eugene and talked of the beautiful brother, 
dead before Mary was born. When Poppa died 
Momma spent the Liberty bonds bought for 
the children and then, as fashion artist and 
show girl, fifteen-year-old Mary began to 
support the family, learned a great deal about 
life, and achieved a certain degree of impor- 
tance in her mother’s eyes. The youthful en- 
thusiasm of Betty Smith’s A tree grows in 
Brooklyn (Booxkuist 40:14, S 43) but without 
its squalor and tears.

A utopia with a present-day U‘S. setting is 
described in detail in this story of a rational 
community developed on psychological and 
philosophic precepts. There is no distracting 
romance or secondary theme and no fantastic 
imaginings of technical developments so that 
the book may bore all readers except those 
interested in the science of human behavior.

In Testament of youth (Booxuist 30:117, D 
33) the author told what war had done to her 
and her contemporaries; now in a novel she 
writes of war’s effect on two generations and 
of youth’s inability to learn except by experi- 
ence. Robert Carbury, influential, popular 
London preacher, organizer of a widespread 
peace movement, was a diffident man in spite 
of his personal following, always conscious of 
his guilt in having killed in war, and dis- 
trustful of his own bravery. The gulf between 
him and his children was a deep grief to him; 
the two adolescents, whose lives had been dis- 
rupted by one upheaval after another, re- 
turned from war years in America impatient 
young realists, viewing with suspicion the 
emotional, idealistic older generation.

There are depth and breadth in this serious 
impressive novel that follows an American di- 
vision from Normandy, through the liberation 
of Paris across to Germany, the Battle of the 
Bulge, and the occupation of a Ruhr industrial 
town. The real crusaders are a small group of 
men of integrity, good will, and an awareness 
of purpose in fighting; one self-glorifying gen- 
eral dramatically calls himself a crusader; ap- 
plied to the others—the incompetents in com- 
mand, the black marketeers, the opportunists, 
and those furthering their postwar interests— 
the term crusaders is ironic. Action includes 
grim scenes of combat, the liberation of a D.P. 
camp, meeting with a Russian unit, and the 
effect of the invaders and liberators on the 
French and Germans, but most of the novel is 
a portrayal of men of the American forces 
under the stress of war. Several women are 
involved and there is one rape scene, but these 
incidents fit into the picture as a whole and 
are not overemphasized. 


Jenkins, Sara. We gather together. Crow- 
ell, $2.75.

In the heat of each Georgia summer Grandma 
Gordon, still called Miss Fannie, and Grand- 
father Gordon proudly welcomed home their 
six sons, all Methodist ministers, with their 
wives and children. This is the story of those 
summers as Jennie, a granddaughter, experi- 
enced them from the time she was a fat, 
stubborn four-year-old until, grownup, she 
returned to make the small town her home, 
to teach the one-room school, to have her 
complacency about Negroes upset by two edu- 
cated colored girls, and eventually to marry 
her cousin’s widower. All the intimacies of 
a large family group, marriages, births and 
deaths, Negro servants, alliances and antago- 
nisms among the grandchildren, and at the 
head a wise woman who held all together.

Brooklyn again is the scene of a novel about 
a girl’s growing up, but the aspiration and the 
family affection that lifted A tree grows in 
Brooklyn (Booxktutst 40:14, S 43) above the 
sordidness of the setting are almost entirely 
missing here. The characterization is clear- 
cut, there is appeal to the reader’s sympathy, 
but the story remains a drab tale about drab 
people. All are the victims of poverty, with- 
out the education or the stamina that might 
have freed them, and too provincial to see 
ways of escape, except in marriages which 
the parents hoped would raise their children’s 
economic status. Margy, who left school for 
work at seventeen, married soon, but her love 
was not enough to free her husband of his 
fear of sex, and they drifted apart. Only the 
girl who defied her mother by accepting an 
Italian, and then anticipated the marriage 
bans, had a prospect of happiness. 


Van Every, Dale. The shining mountains. 
Messner, $3. September. 


From boyhood Matt had one enduring purpose 
—to see the snow-capped Rockies, the shining 
mountains that stirred his imagination while 
he toiled as a bound boy on a schoolmaster’s 
farm. Qualifying as a hunter and scout for 
the Lewis and Clark northwest expedition, he 
started up the Missouri. Time after time his 
attempts to reach the mountains failed; he 
was captured by Indians, lost his trading goods, 
or was thwarted by natural forces, while a girl 
near St. Louis waited for him to realize her 
love and share her desire for a permanent 
home and security. Can be recommended as a 
clean, historical novel, with neither purposeful! 
sensationalism aor vulgarity, but is lacking in 
drama, for few of the characters seem flesh- 
and-blood creatures with adequate motivation.

The Great Issues 








| F PROOF were needed, the recent Conference in Atlantic City proved conclusive- 
| ly that, in embarking on the Great Issues Program, the American Library Asso- 

ciation is undertaking a task that is both vital and timely. If the major topics of 
discussion at the Conference are recalled—censorship, book-banning, loyalty investi- 
gations, and intellectual freedom—it will also be seen that each topic underlined the 
same theme, namely, the need for a better informed America. 


And this is precisely the object of the Great Issues Progiam—a citizenry which 
understands the crucial problems it faces today. Formal education alone cannot do 
the job, nor can newspapers, radio, and magazines. The libraries of our nation must 
fill the gap by promoting and stimulating reading and discussion of the Great Issues. 


The method of selection of these Great Issues was described in the May 1948 A.L.A. 
Bulletin, p.234-235. This number of THe Book ist contains the implements for local 
campaigns. With the cooperation of the public libraries of Seattle, Cleveland, New- 
ark, and New York, and the New Jersey State Library, compilers of the lists, THE 
Book.ist presents here a summary of the best materials on the Great Issues. The 
lists may be used as they are; selections from the lists may be found more appropriate 
in some cases for local library use; or the lists may be supplemented with other 
material selected locally. 

The American Library Association has brought the materials together in this form 
to facilitate their use. It is up to every librarian to use them effectively in his own 
community, where the campaign for a better informed America must take place. 

In recent years there has been an increasing amount of discussion at the “grass 
roots,” with earnest pleas for more grass roots programs. Here truly is a grass roots 
program, F'rom this point forward, every librarian is on his own. It is up to him to 
make use of the lists, to adapt to his own community the promotional suggestions 
that appear in the article which follows, to translate into vigorous action a well- 
planned program of self-education by citizens. 


It may be added that the Great Issues Program is the first real test of the Four 
Year Goals of the American Library Association. If these Goals are to become some- 
thing more than a dream, it is necessary to take hold of such programs as the Great 
Issues and promote them to the utmost. 


Every librarian will want to take advantage of this opportunity to show that librar- 
ies are truly the powerful educational force that librarians have always claimed 
them to be. Successful promotion of the Great Issues Program will mean that a long 


step has been taken toward realization of the Four Year Goals and toward a better 
informed America.

O PROGRAM is better than the fol- 
NX low-through put behind it by the 

organization undertaking the pro- 
ject. And so with the Great Issues Pro- 
gram. The lists of printed materials and 
films must ke put into action through a 
well-organized program of community ac- 
tivities. 

Several libraries have raised the ques- 
tion on timing for each of the Great Issues. 
The A.L.A.’s Great Issues Committee has 
prepared the following suggested sched- 
ule of promotional dates: 


October 1: How Much World Govern- 
ment? (The 24th of October has been 
declared “United Nations Day.” Unit- 
ed Nations Week, sponsored by the 
National Education Association and 
the National Broadcasting Company, 
will be changed this year to the week 
preceding October 24. National radio 
hook-ups, including perhaps reports 
from the American delegation to the 
Paris meeting of the UN, will also be 
sponsored. )

This schedule does not, in any manner, 
preclude the changing of dates by any 
library. Nor does it exclude promotion of 
local issues in which the library users of 
any community may have a vital stake. 


Check List of Possible Community 
Activities 


I. Get community action started 


1. Get in touch with the leaders of all 
local community groups: Business groups, 
such as Chambers of Commerce, labor 
unions, veterans organizations, social serv- 
ice and group work agencies, men’s and 
service clubs, 


women’s business and 


YMCA, YWCA, churches, farm organiza- 
tions, educational groups, and others. De- 
scribe the Great Issues Program to them; 
tell them that the library will use all its 
resources to make complete information 
known to the community. Tell them, how- 
ever, that the library is a nonpolitical 
agency, that it is the duty of the other 
community organizations to take action on 
the issues. 

2. Push for a community-wide commit- 
tee that will coordinate the efforts of all 
groups. Make known the resources of the 
library and your willingness to cooperate 
in a community-wide program. Make 
library space available for meetings, fo- 
rums, etc. 

3. Check other libraries in the commun- 
ity. See what they are doing; perhaps you 
can organize a coordinated library pro- 
gram. 


II. Plan and organize a library program 
adapted to community size and interest 


1. Organize discussion groups and lec- 
ture programs on facts of the Great Issues 
Program, under the auspices of the library. 
Get speakers and authorities on both 
sides of the issue. Your local service clubs 
have speakers’ lists; your local schools 
and colleges have instructors who have 
specialized in pertinent fields; your local 
farm organizations can speak of their in- 
terest in the Great Issues. Use library 
facilities if possible; if not. arrange to use 
those of local schools or other organiza- 
tions. 

2. If you have facilities for showing 
films, select some of those on the follow- 
ing lists. If your library does not have 
film facilities, persuade local moving pic- 
ture houses to show several films as a 
public interest gesture. 


3. Carry programs based on the Great 
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Issues into branch library service, vary- 
ing them to fit the particular service area. 
Keep branch librarians informed of the 
materials available at the main library and 
the services of community agencies. 

4. Make library materials available 
through bookmobile service or stations in 
industrial plants, and other strategic 
points. 

5. Work with adult education groups in 
your community. Most communities have 
one service group or branch of a national 
organization that is especially active. Work 
closely with it, but don’t neglect other 
groups. The aim is to get the widest pos- 
sible cooperation. 

6. Make sure the entire library staff 
understand the arguments for and against 
each of the Great Issues and the serious- 
ness of the purpose of the entire program. 
Use staff meetings, discussion and study 
groups, and other 
methods. Bring in leaders from related 


in-service training 
fields. 

7. Give some thought to giving one 
librarian responsibility for keeping the li- 
brary in touch with national developments 
of the Great Issues. Whenever possible, 
give this person opportunities to gain 
a broader background through short 
courses, conferences, and visits. 

8. Try to get reading and discussion pro- 
grams on the Great Issues started in local 
high schools and colleges. Classes in eco- 
history, and political science 
should show a great deal of interest in a 
thorough program prepared by the library. 
Discuss the Great Issues, their implica- 
tions, and the library program with heads 
of schools and departments.

III. Publicize your activities and resources 

1. See that the title of each Great Issue 
is established as an official title in all pub- 
licity. 

2..Make sure that you get all the pub- 
licity you can from your program. Only 
widespread publicity will bring the com- 
munity to your lecture programs, to see 
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your films and reading lists. 

3. Send press releases to all local news- 
papers and radio stations on every phase 
of your activities. Provide fact sheets 
about each Great Issue and what the li- 
brary is doing about it. 

4. Use the bulletin boards of all agen- 
cies, businesses, schools, and organizations 
in the community to advertise your pro- 
gram. 

5. Adapt your own reading lists from 
the ones in this publication. Mimeograph 
them and give them the widest distribu- 
tion. 

6. Make the Great Issues the topie for 
discussion in your teen-age programs. 

7. Keep repeating in all publicity that 
the library takes no side on the Great 
Issues—that it is interested solely in get- 
ting the facts of the problems before the 
community. 

No public relations program based on a 
theme like the Great Issues is complete 
without good, hard-hitting exhibits or 
displays. The library should plan displays 
as the heart of its program. 

Fortunately, the Great Issues abound 
in exhibit ideas. One suggested display 
features a banner—3’ x 4’ in width—stat- 
ing: 


THE GREAT ISSUES 
How Much World Government? 


The backdrop can be a large atlas or 
colored map of the world. 


For simple but effective display sug- 
gestions, refer to page 48, February 1947 
A.L.A. Bulletin, and to page 75 of the 
March 1947 issue. Here you will find 
methods of making displays, as created by 
top graphics experts in the State Depart- 
ment. 

The body of the exhibit should be tangi- 
ble materials: reading lists, book jackets, 
newspaper stories, speeches on the Great 
Issues by local officials. 
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If you create an ambitious exhibit, keep 
it in circulation. Naturally, it should be 
located in the library for most of the time, 
but try to get it placed also in department 


stores, theaters, and the lobbies of heavily 


visited government buildings.

Remember, the exhibit will be important 
enough for a press release to local news- 
papers and radio stations. A picture of 
the exhibit in a newspaper will reach most 
of the audience you want to inform.

What Mark Twain said about the weather can 
apply to inflation. For years it has been the 
subject of discussion but economists are still 
seeking an answer to the problem of control. 
Because this discussion as it affects the prob- 
lems of today is found primarily in pamphlets, 
magazine articles, and reports of speeches, 
this guide draws heavily on these sources. 
Books published since 1944 are included as 
are also a few earlier texts on varied aspects. 
Several listed bibliographies, notably one 
compiled in the Library of Congress in 1942 
and another published in Business Informa- 
tion Sources in 1946, contain references to 
earlier books and articles. 

In selecting material for inclusion the 
emphasis has been placed on statements by 
those in a position of authority, with illustra- 
tive supplementary discussion from the lay- 
man’s point of view. The salient points in 
each reference are indicated in the annotation. 
The material as a whole includes two aspects, 
one, the underlying consideration of inflation 
as a recurring episode in economic history 
and the other, the discussion of possible 
contemporary action as affected by current 
situations.

This bibliography on civil rights is the out- 
growth of an assignment in connection with 
New Jersey’s civil liberties committee which 
rendered a final report to the governor on the 
22d of April 1948. New Jersey thus became 
the first state to report on the status of the 
civil liberties of its citizens as recommended 
by the President's committee on civil rights. 

When the Committee was appointed in 
November 1947, Governor Driscoll asked the 
state library to prepare a bibliography on the 
subject and to make books and other materials 
available to the committee as needed. This 
bibliography, then, stems from a_ practical 
project in connection with New Jersey’s sur- 
vey of its civil rights problems. 

It seems scarcely necessary to justify the 
inclusion of this subject in the “Great Issues” 
program. We are living in an explosive, dy- 
namic era when many of the comfortable 
assumptions that we have held for generations 
are being challenged both from within and 
without. In our own country the large Negro 
minority group is militantly striving to im- 
prove the status of its members. President 
Truman’s program, the breaking down of 
barriers in baseball and other organized 
sports, the recent Supreme court decision 
invalidating a housing covenant barring Ne- 
groes, are clear indications of the trend of 
events. The withdrawal of the British from 
India, the by now almost forgotten revolt of 
Indonesian natives against Dutch rule, are 
symptomatic of the fact that Asia is seething 
and that a gradual movement is taking shape 
that is against the continued political domina- 
tion and economic exploitation by the white 
race. It would appear that if we are to survive 
this critical challenge, we must quickly come 
to grips with our very basic problems at home 
and settle them in peaceful, democratic fash- 
ion. It is significant that the conclusions of 
the report of the President’s committee on 
civil rights and the report of the New Jersey 
state committee emphasize that only through 
education can we achieve a lasting solution 

It is to be hoped that librarians, recognizing 
this bibliography for the selective tool it is, 
will be impelled to go beyond its confines and 
strive, wherever possible, first to acquire a 
representative collection of materials on the

subject, and then to encourage their use in 
every way possible. 

The subject of civil rights is of such para- 
mount importance at this time that it is mani- 
festly impossible to guarantee the up-to-date- 
ness of all materials listed because almost 
every day sees some new development of far- 
reaching significance. Every effort has been 
made, however, to list items that are at once 
authoritative, available and, with a few con- 
spicuous exceptions, written for popular con- 
sumption. 

Because the general topic of civil rights is 
so all-embracing, a liberal interpretation of 
the term could, inevitably, have led to the in- 
clusion of the whole field of intercultural 
relationships within the scope of this bibli- 
ography. Many such items have, in fact, been 
included, but for a broad, well-rounded bibli- 
ographic treatment of this subject, the reader 
is referred to a previous bibliography which 
appeared in the February 15, 1946 issue of 
THE BOoKLIsT.
